The company has o reputation 
for never being able to produce 
enough to meet the demand. They 
complete 800-1000 pieces a month, 
using wood largely from Eastern 
Ontario. Among the pine, maple, 
and birch used, is elm, which fore- 
casters say will run out in Ontario 
within three years. 

The scrap lumber and shavings 
are churned back into local use -- 
some of it is put to use on forms, 
while some locals collect pieces 
to fuel their woodstoves.

If one store doesn't 
have what you wont, that merchont 
con refer you to another who has and 
at least keep as much of the business 
traffic os possible right here in town. 

Becouse, that's what business builds 
on. Traffic. Pedestrian traffic. Walk- 
in traffic. People. You can be sure 
that if ther is no one coming in at the 
front door, thére is no merchandise 
coming in at the back. It's patronage 
that generates the necessary funds 
required to support a decent inventory 
and justifies volume buying which allows 
lower pricing. 

Those who set up a business in a 
small town like Deseronto usually do so 
becouse they have perhops, on overdose 
of optimism that the town will grow and 
the business section will grow and there 
will again be people on the street. It's 

something to build on. The end result 
is good for the business man. It’s good 
for the people and it's good for the 
town and the people who visit the town. 

Unfortunately, the chances of this 
happening in Deseronto are becoming 
less and less all the time. (Which is 
a direct opposite to what is happening 
in almost every other town.) And this 
is the rub. This is the big rip-off that 
you and | and our children are going 
to pay for some time to come. This is 
where we have been sold out. 

Just supposing thet a merchant came 
to town with goods and talents and ser- 
vices that would be an asset to the town. 
Where is he going to locate? 

Up until just recently Deseronto 
was in the very fortunate and enviable 
Position where its business section had 
room for immediate expansion becouse

Many yeors ago, Mr. Metcalfe Sr., 
grandfather of Clayton Metcalfe from 
Picton started a canning factory in the 
east end of town about 1912, before 
the first World War. The pay then wos 
10 ¢ on hour for peeling tomatoes by 
hand. This went to 15¢ from 1914 
1918 then back to 10¢ again. Many 
young ladies and ladies who were 
married, worked to supplement the 
family income. 

For labelling the pay wos 3¢ per 
case of two dozen cons. Later it was 
3/47 until an automatic labelling 
machine was purchased. Mr. Sterling 
Metcalfe, a son of the owner worked 
on the capping machine and lived in 
the little house on the factory grounds. 
Wm. (Bill) Seales wos the Manoger, 
the Misses May Dunwoodie and Beat- 
rice Joyce worked in the office. The 
late Alf Joyce was cook for a while, 
then the late Ernest Robinson who 
remained with the company until his 
retirement. 

The first transplanting was done 
at Rathbuns greenhouses on Front Street. 
This was just about where Mr. and Mrs. 
J Gartland now live. It was also 
done in the Seals born. This was where 
Mr. W. Benn now lives on Thomas 
Street East. Mr. Wm. Sager was in 
charge of this part of the business. 

The first factory was sold and a 
new ond built in 1930 where the wood- 
working factory is now, but they only 
stayed there a year. About 193] the 
Metcalfe Co. bought back the first 
factory. Then in 1932 or 1933 they 
moved to Mill St. The factory there 
was managed by Mr. Elwood Metcalfe

Area farmers 
will soon grow 
mustard 


Canadians will soon be dabbing 
Eastern Ontario mustard on their hot 
dogs. 

At present, all mustard production 
in this country is confined to Wastern 
Canada, with about 325,000 acres of 
mustard plant under cultivation in 
1974. 

Recent experiments conducted at 
Kemptville College of Agriculture and 
Technology indicate that because of 
its cooler damper climate, Eastern 
Ontario should be able to out-produce 
Western Canada, making mustard a 


very viable crop for the area. 

Mustard seed received from the 
farmer is cleaned, weighed and sampled 
Samples are forwarded to the Canadian 
Grain Commission in Winnipeg for 
grading, on which payment to the far- 
mer is based. After further cleaning, 
the seed is crushed and a percentage 
of the oil extracted. It is then pumped 
to blending tanks where vinegar and 
spices are added in a special formula 
The mixture then goes through milling 

machines and from there to packaging.

Almost daily, city newspapers have 
large black headlines of doom and gloom 
about food prices: “Cost of living up os 
food prices rise", oF "Farm-gate prices 
decline on several commodities, relief 
in sight for hard-pressed consumers." 

Such headlines, along with inflation 
put consumer interests at odds with pro- 
ducer needs, as each group struggles for 
o better deal. 

The consumer asks questions: "Just 
what is happening down on the farm Ste 
“Are we being ripped off?", "Are farmers 
getting rich at our expense ?" 

The questions ore endless - who will 
onswer them ? 

Formers have traditionally devoted 
their energies to the production of food. 
They have left the marketing to their 
marketing board or to chance. 

Farmers have been “price takers" 
rother than "price setters." They have 
been largely disorganized, supposedly 
independent, producers competing for 
markets and prices from a few highly 
organized buyers. 

Formers have not been too concerned 
consumer reactions, not generally much 
interested, nor informed, about world 
trade agreements, import and export 
tariffs and futures trading. But these 
influenced the price farmers received for 
their hard work and high input costs. 

This state of affairs is now changing. 
It had to change! 

Today, farmers are more awore, and 
more articulate. The new breed of farmers 
have to be tough, knowledgeable business- 
men to survive. 

Teday, food has become a political 
tool and the "politics of food" and 
"food power" are the catch phrases of 
the times while powerful consumer 
lobbies demand a continuation of a 

"cheap food policy.” 

Farmers must be aware of what is 
happening beyond their farm gate and 
they mustsupport their farm organizations 
their only spokesmen to government and 


society.

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Local honey production down th 


Farmers in the Quinte area have 
reported that while many crops have 
given very large yields this year, the 
amount of honey taken has been below 
average. 

The main reason for the drop in 
honey production this year is that the 
weather conditions have not been 
favourable for honey bees. 

Honeybees work best in hot, humid 
weather. There has been no lack of 
moisture this summer, but the coolness 
has slowed them down considerably. 

The cooler weather which was bad 
for the bees proved to be more favour- 
able for a small brown butterfly which 
beats the bees to the nectar first thing 
in the morning. In normal years, these 
butterflies lost only a few short weeks, 
but this year they were around much 
longer to compete with the bees for 
the sources of nectar. 

Honey is, of course, made of 
nectar that the bees collect from flowers 
Each worker bee that leaves the hive 
will collect nectar from the flowers it 
visits by sucking it up through a long 
proboscis. The nectar is stored in a 

special compartment in the bee's stomach 


and is pumped out into the cells of the 
honeycomb when the bee returns to the 
hive with o full load. 

When the nector is first collected 
by the bees it contains a great deal 
of water. Worker bees on duty inside 
the hive stand on the combs fanning 
their wings to evoporate the water. 

In this way, the bees concentrate the 
nectar into honey. The enzymes added 
by the insects also cause changes, the 
type of sugar in the honey is portially 
digested, making honey a very health- 
ful source of sugar energy. 

When the nectar has been conden- 
sed into honey, the worker bees cap 
the honey cells with wax to seal them. 

The honey collected by the bees 
is intended as the winter food supply 
for the colony. One of the jobs of a 
bee keeper is to manage his hives so 
that they are super-efficient and either 
produce more honey than they need to 
see them through the winter, orenough 
to make it financially profitable for 
him to feed them with ordinary sugar. 
Some bee keepers replace their bees 
each year to save the expense of winter 
feeding.

Many Ontorio beekeeeper who 
formerly did not over-winter their hives 
ore now keeping their colonies from 
one year to the next because they are 
afraid of accidentally importing killer 
bees from the southern U.S.A. These 
are the hybrid bees that are so aggress- 
ive that they sting intruders to death. 
Several people have been killed in 
this way in Mexico and the southern US. 


The queen is a fertile female bee, 
the largest in the hive. A queen bee 
can lay two types of eggs, and appears 
to be able to choose which one she will 
lay at o given time. Fertile eggs will 
produce female bees, infertile eggs 
develop into drones, or male bees. 

Few drones are produced, they do 
not contribute to the collection of 
nectar or to the work in the hive. Their 
only function is to mate with a queen 
and fertilise her so that she can lay 
female producing eggs. 

These female type eggs will hatch 
into either sterile females - worker 
bees, or queen bees. Most of the eggs 
produce workers - a strong colony will 
contain up to 80,000 worker bees. If 
the colony loses its queen, or becomes 
too big, then a new queen con be 
produced by feeding the larvae from 
fertile female-type eggs on a special 
diet, which includes a protein rich 
substance called royal jelly. 

The survival of the colony depends 
on the workers. These insects live 
only a few short weeks: The early part 
of their life is spent working inside the 
hive, cleaning, feeding the larvae and 
guarding the entrance. During the 
lotter part of their lives they forage for 
nectar in the surrounding countryside. 

A beehive is a highly organized 
community, with each bee having its 
own duties to perform. The behaviour 
of the insects is largely governed by 
instinct, but not entirely so, they also 
have complex communication systems 
whereby they tell each other in a 
symbolic ‘bee dance’ where the best 
supply of nectar is located, in which 
direction and how far oway.

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New septic tank controls 


Ontario residents requiring septic 
tanks containing a capacity of over 
400 gallons will have to purchose 
certified tanks next summer according 
to new regulations passed down by the 
Ontario Environmental Protection Act. 
As of Jonuary 1, 1977, all septic tanks 
sold in Ontario must conform with the 
Conadian Standards Association (CSA) 
Standard B66 on Prefabricated Septic 
Tanks and Sewage Holding Tonks. 
Ontorio has accepted the basic Stond- 
ard, however, minimum tonk sizes 
have been increased to 600 gallons in 
their regulations. Starting July 1, 1977 
all septic tanks sold in Ontario must 
be certified by CSA or other recognised 
testing agencies. British Columbia has 
enacted similar legislation which be- 
comes law in January, 1978. 


"We hove already started a cert- 
ification program for septic tanks and 
are now testing them for the workman- 
ship and materials used," explains 
Peter James, Spokesman for CSA. 
“The tanks ore subjected to a series of 
tests including a leakage and static _ 
load or vacuum test. This test consists 
of loading the complete area of the 
tank with sand to a height of about 
one and a half times the burial depth. 


The tests are to ensure that the tanks 
will not crack or leak and will with- 
stand extreme winter temperatures." 


The Standard stipulotes require- 
ments for capacity, liquid depth, cir 
space, inlet and outlet boffles and 
sewage trovel. Manufacturers , gov- 
ernment representatives, consumers 
and a representative of the Federation 
of Cottagers Association formed the 
committee which wrote the CSA 
standard. 


New street lights 


New street lights are to be in- 
stalled on Main St. between Centre 
ond Mill Sts. Deseronto town council 
decided Monday evening. The eight 
400 wott mercury vapour lights will 
cost about $1500. 


Council rejected the alternative 
of high pressure sodium lighting, like 
that along Dundas Street in Napanee, 
because the cost was 70% higher. 


Lighting for Main St. between 
Centre and Prince was deferred by 
council until it can be provided for 
in the 1977 budget. 


Slug bait can poison pets 


Slug bait poisoning in dogs has 
increased in the past year. "This is 
not surprising when one considers the 
increased interest in horticulture, 
patios, swimming pools and the use of 
pesticides," says Dr. H.J. Neely, 
Veterinary Services Branch, Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food. 

The cause of the problem is 
metaldehyde, an active ingredient om 
in slug bait. Ina pure form, dogs 
probably would not touch it. However, 
when mixed with a pelleted carrier 
resembling dog food, it becomes 
attractive to dogs. 

"The label states that slug bait 
should be kept from children and pets," 
explains Dr. Neely. "Sometimes the 
label recommends that it be put under 
a can punched with holes so it is 
accessible to slugs and snails but not 
to pets.” 

Symptoms of poisoning will appear 
in pets within a few hours ofter eating 
the bait. Signs include lack of co- 
ordination, a slight muscular tremor 
which increases with time, and, in 
cats, uncontrolled eye movements. 

Stricken onimals should be taken 
to a veterinarian os soon as possible. 
There is no specific antidote for met-

“aldehyde poisoning, so a veterinarian 
can only use symptomatic treatment and 
relaxing procedures. If the animal 
receives early treatment, it has a 
reasonable chance of recovery. 
However, metaldehyde poisoning is 
frequently fatol. 

When using chemicals of any 
kind read the labels thoroughly and 
follow the advised precautions.

Oil causes problems 


"The dust was something wicked, 
you couldn't open a door or a window, " 
said Councillor Harold Calver at the 
Deseronto council meeting Monday 
night over the issue of the oil that wos 
applied to Deseronto streets two weeks 
ago. 

In a letter to council, Mrs. 
Beverly Boomhour of Maple Ave. com- 
plained there was "no where to walk 
except through it since we have no 
sidewalks, my cat was saturated, my 
children had no where to ride their 
bikes and my husband's car was dis- 
graceful ." 

The oil wos applied, at a cost of 
over $900, to hold down the dust, pro- 
vide a hardened road surface and repel 
water which can freeze into the road 
surface and cause a break-up in the 
spring. The oil was sprayed under pres- 
sure, according to Councillor Bernie 
Johnston, who said in some places "it 
just rolled right off the streets." 

Council held the weather respons- 
ible for the problems. Cool and wet 
weather that set in after the application 
inhibited the oil from sinking into the 


road surface. Cool weather was also 
blamed for the delay in tarring and 
chipping of some roads, which had been 
planned for this year. 

Council hopes to give the go-chead 
soon for a survey of town streets which 
will give them a plan of attack for rood 
improvements.

Among the scheduled entertainments 
were nail driving contests, log sowing 
contests, step dancing contests, and 
old time fiddling contests. Musical 
entertainment was provided by the 
Trenton military band, and the trad- 
itional Indian dances were enjoyed by 
a large crowd of spectators.

Mirex in Quinte fish 


Since New York state announced 
last week o ban on the possession of 
several species of Lake Ontario fish, 
concern has risen in the Bay of Quinte 
area over the safety of our own fish. 

The ban included smallmouth bass, 
lake trout, catfish, brown bullheads, 
coho and chinook salmon and members 
of the alewife-herring family. 

Sport fishermen in New York will 
be able to catch these species but will 
have to throw them back. 

Ron Baldwin, Fish and Wildlife 
Supervisor at the Ministry of Natural 
Resources district office in Napanee 
said Monday, echoing earlier announ- 
cements by Ontario's Ministry of 
Health, that New York was probably 
over-reacting by imposing the ban. 

New York announced the ban be- 
cause they had discovered high levels 
of the pesticides Mirex and Kepone in 
the lake. Both chemicals have been 
linked to cancer. 

Mirex enters the lake from the 
Hooker Chemicals and Plastics Corp. 
plant in Niagara Falls, NY. 


The Ministry of Natural Resources: 


has on on-going program of testing 
fish, Mr. Baldwin told the Scanner, 
but results from summer catches of 
fish in the bay have not yet been 
released by the Ministry. 

Mr. Baldwin added that the water 
in the Bay of Quinte may well be free 
of Mirex, due to the natural flow of 
water out of the bay, but said that un- 
fortunately fish are mobile, and that 
Mirex contaminated fish enter the bay 
from Lake Ontario. 

Mirex was discovered in species 
of pike taken from the Bay of Quinte 
in 1974. Researchers were checking 
the level of polychlorinated biphenyls 
(PCBs) in the fish when the second 
chemical was detected. 

The levels of Mirex in the two 
species, northern pike and gar pike, 
was said to be insignificant. 


Jack Buchanan, a portner in the 
D. Allon Jarvis Co. of Picton, which 
distributes fish to various markets, said 
in an interview that New York's ban 
has hurt their business to a limited ex- 
tent. About 90% of their fish go to the 
U.S. He fears other states will follow 
the lead by New York. 

"| don't think there is much to be 
alarmed about" Mr. Buchanan said of 
the Mirex problem. 

If the province changes its posi- 
tion in the future, and imposes a ban 
like New York's, Mr. Buchanan says 
his business will be effectively forced 
to shut down. Health Minister Frank 
Miller has already suggested this possi- 
bility. 

The Jarvis Co. employs eight peo- 
ple in peak periods, but Mr. Buchanan 
said they would not be the only one: 
hit if Ontario imposed a ban. There 
are commercial fishermen around the 
Bay of Quinte and Lake Ontario that 
rely solely on some of the species ban- 
ned in New York for their livelihood. 

Criticism has been levelled at 
New York for imposing a ban, but 
letting the culprit, Hooker Chemicals 
in Niagara Falls N.Y. get away. As

Wages vs prices. 
Whats happened 


in 1976. 


The anti-inflation program is nearly one 
year old. 

The program was announced last October 

‘14 and the Anti-Inflation Act was passed by 
Parliament in December. The goal was to create 
a fair and stable economic climate for all of us. 
Guidelines were established for the control of 
prices, profits, incomes, dividends and 
professional fees. The federal goverment 
established a policy of spending restraint. The 
provinces are supporting the program and are 
applying guidelines in areas of provincial 
concern such as rents. 

The target of the first year of the 
anti-inflation program was to bring inflation 
down from a rate of 10.8% to 8% or less. This goal 
is going to be reached. Still, many Canadians ~ 


are concerned about rising prices and may feel ~ 


in fact that prices are rising faster than their 
family incomes. For most of us, this is not the 
case. The facts prove that since the start of the 
program most of us are better off than we were 
before because salaries, on average, are 
keeping ahead of prices. 


Prices 


Last year, sudden and frightening price 
increases were happening all too often. By 
October, 1975, Canadians had experienced 20 
months of inflation of 10% or more. No one could 
be sure how far the dollar earned one day 
would stretch the next. The anti-inflation 
program was brought in to control the rise in 
prices, giving Canadians a better chance to 
plan and live within their family budgets. Price 
increases have slowed down. By August, the 
annual rate of increase in the Consumer Price 
Index had dropped to 6.2%. Although some 
price increases have to be expected this month 
and next, the 8% target will surely be met. 


Wages

The anti-inflation program has also helped 

to restrain increases in wages, salaries and other 

incomes. The Guidelines on compensation allow 

for a basic increase of 8%, plus 2% as a share 

of national productivity growth. Another 2% can

be added or subtracted depending on whether a 
group had kept up with or fallen behind cost of 
living increases before the program began. 
More than half of the agreements and settlements 
reported to the Anti-Inflation Board have been 
within these arithmetic guidelines. A gradual 
downward trend in wage increases has started 
and it should continue as more Canadians 
realize that because of declining inflation, settling 
for less won't hurt them. 


The real gains 


Since the start of the anti-inflation program, 
the average Canadian has actually improved 
his or her buying power This is because lower 
wage increases along with lower price increases 
have resulted in a gain in real incomes. The real 
gain is worked out by taking the actual increase 
in earnings and subtracting from it the effects of 
higher consumer prices. Real incomes are proba- 
bly the best measure of how we're doing, of how 
we can manage to pay our bills at home. By this 
spring, real incomes were up 3.6% over last year

The reconstruction of Highway 2 
will cost about $870,000. Most of 
that money will be provided by the 
Ministry of Transport and Communi- 
cations. 

Deseronto will shell out only 
§752 for storm sewers that ore larger 
than normal. The ministry will subsi- 
dize sewers only to 27 inch width. 
The proposed sewers go to 36 inches. 

As soon os a contract is awarded, 
likely within o month, work can begin 
on the storm sewers. Traffic will not 
be interrupted as the sewers are to be 
dug along the sides of the road. 

The new: road will have a mount- 
able concrete curb that cars can drive 


stumps 


over. The shoulders will vary between 
gravel and sod, to a ‘reverse shoulder, ' 
which is paved and wide enough for 
porking. 

The type of shoulder will depend 
upon the physical restrictions of the 
lond. On the south side of the high- 
way the slope is often too great for a 
poved shoulder. 

Reconstruction of the road surface 
will likely not begin until the spring, 
and the project won't be completed un- 
til late in the summer of 1977.

He said the number of visitors 
across the region was down by 10 per 
cent, and the number of camper days 
dropped by nine per cent. A family 
of four camping in a pork for two days 
would count os eight camper days. 


In actual numbers, visitors decreased 
to 1,404,194 from 1,552,367 last year, 
and camper days went down to 469,836 
from 517,544 in 1975. 


Mr. Bell said the weather was o 
big factor. There were only two decent 
camping weekends in Eastern Ontario 
this summer. Another factor was the 
U.S. Bicentennial which kept at least 
five per cent of the normal park visitors 
at home this summer.

Too little milk now? 


Ontario Minister of Agriculture 
and Food, William G. Newman has 
urged the federal government to in- 
crease milk quotas under the national 
doiry plan in order to stop growing 
unemployment and heavy financial 
losses in the dairy industry. 

In a telex to federal Agricultural 
Minister Eugene Whalen, Mr. Newman 
asked that dairy farmers be permitted 
to produce 400 million pounds of milk 
above the national quota in the current 
dairy year. 

Cutbacks in milk quotas to correct 
a surplus have resulted in shortages in 


HISTORICAL HAPPENINGS 


One hundred years ago in 1876 
some Ministers came to town from the 
Shannonville circuit and began holding 
services in Deseronto.

Mr. Newman said Ontario dairy 
formers have complied with federal 
cutbacks by reducing their milk pro- 
duction about 15 per cent in the last 
five months. "The result of these 
cutbacks has been that some processors 
who produce powdered milk and butter 
are considering closing their plants 
because they can't get enough indus- 
trial milk," Mr. 

If milk production declines further 
he said, there is a danger that Ontario 
will not be able to produce enough 
cheese to satisfy domestic requirements, 
which could result in increased cheese 
imports. 

"One thing we don't need is more 


Newman said. 


cheese imports," Mr. Newman said, 
"In fact, 
already asked the federal minister of 
ogriculture to take steps to reduce the 
importation of cheese from other coun- 
tries." 


Mr. Newman said that adding 400 
million pounds of industrial milk to 
the system would entitle Ontario dairy 
farmers on a pro rated basis to produce 
127 million pounds more milk in the 
current dairy year.

"| feel that this would restore con- 
fidence in our dairy industry and 
alleviate some of the hardships our 
producers have been experiencing over 
the last few months, " Mr. Newman said 


"It appears now that the quota 
cutbacks have been too severe and 
recent projections would indicate that 
this additional amount of industrial 
milk will be needed to meet domestic 
demands." 


Because of quota cutbacks, many 
Ontario milk producers have suffered 
severe losses of income and have had 
to reduce their herd size. Others have 
gone out of business. 


"You can't turn a cow off and on 
like a tap," Mr. Newman soid. "By 
bringing more quota into the system 
our farmers can phase down their pro- 
duction so they are better able to cope 
with the over-supply situation."
